STEP S TO HOL INESS 

The Way by which the Blessings of a Clean 
Heart May be Realized and Fully Enjoyed 

EVERY seeker after heart purity comes to a place where he asfes 
the question, " How may I enter into this experience !" While 
no one can enter in for another, nor step through the same line 
of circumstances, yet in outline the essential things to he done 
are the same, so that the way may be told, theoretically, with such definiteness that 
the inquirer may be directed safely and surely. 

Do not expect to get the experience by having someone explain you into the 
blessing. The bringing you into the blessing is the prerogative of Him who will not 
share His glory with another. 

Do not expect to enter in by way of the understanding, and to do the believing 
afterwards. The world is full of people who want to get into the Kingdom of God 
head first, instead of heart first. But the Scriptures tell us, " With the heart man 
believe^h unto righteousness." 

THERE MUST BE BIG DESIRE 

The seeker must be deeply in earnest about the matter. He must really want 
Holiness. No trifling, no mere trying, nothing less than a purpose, deep as the 
depths of the being, will suffice. No halfway notions of a "deeper work of grace," 
or " more religion," or a " fresh anointing," will meet the need. 

The seeker must believe it is possible for him to be sanctified wholly in this life 
—and now. He must really believe that God is able and willing to do the work. 
Further, that, being able and willing, He is now ready, as the soul complies fully 
with the conditions. 

He must, as far as he can, count the cost, and be willing to have Holiness at any 
price. Fear of what the world or friends may say must not be allowed to stand in 
the way. 

Entire consecration of everything is required— time, talent, will, and earthly 
store, all that is known, must be given for the Master's us;e, and the unknown future 
also for His supervision and unfolding. This consecration is not simply as an act df 
itself, but that the soul may be sanctified wholly. 

Be sure you do not expect to feel you are sanctified first and then to believe it 
afterward. You will surely mistake and stop short just here if you do not watch 
very closely. 

THROUGH DEATH TO THE LIFE ABUNDANT 

Having turned all over to God to be His for ever, you may begin to reckon your- 
self " dead indeed unto sin, but alive unto Gcd through Jesus Christ our lird." 
Now you have complied with the terms laid down so for ; but it is not by works, 
but by faith. 

Having complied so far, you are next to believe that God is at least as faithful 
as you are, and is doing His part. You are to believe that what God says of a sou* 
complying with His requirements is true. " He that cometh to God must believe 
that He is, and that He is a rewarder of them that diligently seek Him." 

You cannot believe you have feeling when you do not have it. You cannot have 
feeling that you are sanctified till the work is done, for God cannot bear false wit- 
ness. ^In the moment you believe "He sanctifies me now," in that moment He does 
it, and afterwards you will know it." 

To make a joyous and gladsome state of mind the only evidence of our accept- 
ance with the Father is a mischievous error. To do this is to make the faith of our 
acceptance depend upon our emotions ; whereas the Word is the only basis of faith, 
on compliance with which all the promists contained therein become ours. 

HOLD FAST TO THE IMMUTABLE PROMISE 
If you take one class of emotions to be t?.e evidence of your acceptance; when 
you feel thus your faith in God will abound, but '. n-~n your feelings changeyour 
faith will be lost, and you may fall into consequent weakness and sadness, if not 
into gloom and total discouragement, unless watchful at this point. Now, such 
anchor ground is too unstable. We need the immutable promise of God, which 
holds both sure and steadfast amid all the varying storms that come upon us. 

Transact the business with God. Be so interested in seeking Holiness that all 
other things will seem of little importance. Look steadily to God. Tell Him you 
believe what He says, that you now take Christ as your Sanctifier, that you believe 
He is doing His part of the work, that your work is done. Rest completely on the 
truth of His word and His Divine performance of what He has promised.

THE DEEPEST MINE 

mHE famous St. John Go Rey mine, 
A in Brazil, has now reached a level 
which makes it the deepest mine in 
the world. 

Gold ore is being mined at G,72G feet 
below the surface — a mile and a 
quarter down— and the mine is prov- 
ing something of an exception in this 
respect. 

To the difficulties of ventilation so 
deep down is added the necessity for 
cooling the air, for the temperature of 
the rock at this depth is 117 degrees 
Fahrenheit, equal to the most op- 
pressive tropical climate. A special 
system of cooling the air has been 
devised. 



THE famous Arctic explorer Knud 
Rasinussen, a Greeniander born 
and nationally a Dane, has been 
visiting the barren grounds of Can- 
ada on the northwestern side olf 
Hudson Bay,, and has there madG 
discoveries which seem to throw a 
new light on the origin of that some- 
what mysterious race the Eskimos. 

He finds that five tribes, of whom 
little is known, live in this rogion. 
Two fff them live on the coast in the 
spring and summer, and during the 
winter retire inland. But three of 
the tribes live Inland and avoid the 
sea. Their means of existence tire 
reindeer, hunting, salmon fishing, 



He thinks their presence In tho 
interior strengthens the belief that 
the Eskimos were originally- an 
American mainland tribe, which 
wandered to the coast and there 
found a readier and more certain 
means of subsistence on the shores 
frequented by seals. 

Civilization Spreading 

The inland tribes have more prim- 
itive tools than the coastal tribes, 
and have not made so near an ap- 
proach to civilizalion. They preserve 
more fully the early traditions, tales, 
and superstitions of the race. All the 
tribes come into occasional touch 
with tbe Hudson Bay Company's 



THE OPIUM CURSE 

SOME years ago we were all re- 
joicing that the Chinese had 
ceased to grow the poppies from 
•which opium is obtained, and it look- 
ed as if this great people would con- 
quer the evil of opium-taking. 

But the troubles which have come 
to that land through its eivil wars 
have given a chance to those who 
wished for their own gain to grow 
and sell opium. And now there Is 
much land given to the growing of 
poppies, a crop which pays bettor 
than wheat. Already a quarter of 
the old crop is raised, and a few 
years ago there was no opium grown 
at all. It is a terrible falling back. 



PHOTOGRAPHING THE 
BRAIN 

SOMETHING more wonderful than 
X-ray photography has been done 
at Pennsylvania University Hospital, 
where an ingenious little camera has 
been actually inserted in the brain 
through an opening in the skull, and 
a photograph taken of the brain. 

The instrument Is called a photo- 
graphic cystoscopc. and carries two 
tiny electric lamps, which light tip the 
brain and enable an impression to be 
made on a tiny photographic plate. 

Thus it has become possible to 
photograph the brain of a , livfng 
person without in any way affecting 
his health.

IN 558 LANGUAGES 

THE Bible remains easily the most 
popular book in the world. Last 
year the British and Foreign Bible 
Society issued nine million Bibles. 
Compared with that all the other 
hook circulations nro trifling. 

The Bible Is now circulated in CSS 
languages. Tt is chiefly reprinted 
for backward countries in selections, 
or single Gospels; but there are 
complete translations into 13G lang- 
uages. Besides being Included In 
these 13G translations, the New 
Testament Is separately printed in 
i:iO different languages. Since 1900 
tho number at additional languages 
used tor translations 1b ISO.

Though at first they were 
auspicious, some of them having 
never seen a white man. he quickly 
gained their confidence, and they be- 
came friendly and talkative.

The coastal Eskimos arc rapidly 
changing their character. They have 
begun to use and understand the 
motorboat, and Instead of snow Units 
now live in tents, which they enliven 
by gramophone music imported from 
civilization. Some of them are serv- 
ing as regular sailors on the whaling 
schooners of the Arctic seas. 



AN ELECTRO-PLATING DISCOVERY 



THE important discovery has been 
made in Sheffield, Englnnd, that 
steel knife-blades, spoons, forks, and 
so on, can be electroplated with the 
metal chromium and rendered stain- 
less and uutaruishable. 

Chromium, It may be remembered, 
is the me'tal which Is mixed with 
molten iron to produce the stainless 
steel now so generally used for cut- 
lery. Plating ordinary iron objects 
with chromium "will make them 
euuiilly tue'.-proof, 



Another most important discov- 
ery was announced at Sheffield re- 
cently. It has been found possible 
by adding a certain .substance in 
very small proportions to silver 
to prevent tile silver from tnrn- 
islilug. 

Silver objects have been kept for 
two years In an ordinary room, and 
remain as bright to-day as when 
thoy left the factory. The new silver 
ulloy hay been kept secret until re- 
cently.

ARMY HOSPITAL MINISTRATIONS IN GUZERAT 

II K village of Anancl. Western India, with a population of nearly 
9.(00 soiils, is of comparatively little importance, but ii is an ideal 
centre for missionary operations in tin/oral. Within a radius nf 
five miles there arc twenty' villages with an average population nf more 
than 2 500. and The Armv's Hospital in the central town is of inestiui- 
•ihle value Of cisliiv-twa in-patients received at the Hospital in one 
month the averaw distance ihcy had Irnvcllol to secure treatment was 
over twentv niile<. Four came over lift v. three more than one hundred, 
and nine over two hundred miles. The residents in the nearviilatrcs be- 
come out-patients, and of these over thirteen thousand and live hundred 
were treated last year. . 

It is estimate.! I hat in Cnzeral three persons m every iliousn.ul are 
iotallv blind, and leu in a thousand partially so. with the result that the 
llosp'ilal stall need to be specialists in eye troubles. Carelessness and 
neglect arc responsible for much sintering. On the occasion of the

recent stone-layiii.tr ceremony at the new Hospital at Annuel, Staff-Cap- 
tain Dr. Draper brmijrtu on to the platform a family which had conic 
iliai niornin.y: to the nui-palients' department. It consisted of a father, 
unnhcr. and child, ant! the little one. through sheer neglect, had become 
totally blind. 

Sonic idea of the general work done in the Hospital can he gathered 
l'rotn the following case- taken at random from the Hospital records: 

A small boy arrived one day carrying in his arms a little girl, whose 
life no one but he had seemed to have thought important enough to pre- 
serve. I'.iii as he carried the child in and out of the village day after day 
lie had the joy of watching her recovery. 

.After he had fallen from a tree, thus breaking bis thigh, a man was 
left for twenty-one days before he was brought to the Hospital. As may 
be imagined lie was then in a terrible state. For ten days he had eaten 
nothing. 

An operation for double cataract having been Micccssfully performed 
upon an old man, lie jumped and danced for joy and laughed and cried 
by turns, but although ho could sec he still wanted some one to 
lead him a lion t ! 

There are many requests for The Army to extend its work, and 
great hopes 'are entertained for the future.

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THE Drum is an instrument which 
has, perhaps, been more inti 
mateiy connected willi the dcsiinios 
of man than any other. It is almost as 
old as man himself, and, whether it-s 
measured beat fulls upon the ear of 
savage or cultured, there is something 
about it that causes the steps to quick- 
en and the heart lo beat in expecta- 
tion. 

It is said that the drum and tam- 
bourine are the only instruments used 
by the snow-bound Eskimo from 
Greenland to Siberia, and that its mu- 
sic accompanies all their actions. 
"Nothing is done, nothing contemplat- 
ed, without sounding the drum. If a 
person is ill, the drum is beaten: ir bo 
Is well the drum is beaten; if the 
i \ hunting and lishiug are prosperous. 
| ' the drum proclaims the fact; if death 
has robhed them of a comrade, the 
drum sounds his knell," 

However that may be, to the Sal- 
vationist there is something irresis- 
tible in the "Call" of the drum. 

The drum (or tabor) in its earliest 
form was probably similar to a large 
tambourine, possessing only one skin- 
eoverod top. The ancient Egyptian. 
however, used Hie double-headed drum. 
and it is evident, from a specimen 
found at Thebes, that the skins were 
tightened by cords in a similar man- 
ner to that employed at the present 
' time. It is certain that the Romans 
used (he tabor, and by their invasions 
it was hronght to Ihis country. The 
drum seems to have received a better 
reception in Wales than in England, 
for it was in great demand in the 
Principality in connection with feast 
days, although the drummer, like the 
pipor and Juggler, received little for 
hie services, being only paid one 
penny. For this lie was frequently 
expected to supply the melody for the 
dance by playing, at the same time, 
on a ■whistle pipe. 

The name "Tabor" Is derived from 
the Spanish name "Atnmbor." by 
■which the largest form of drums were 
known. In England the name was 
changed to drum, and the drum- 
beaters were recorded as "Drom- 
Slades," the Dutch word here being 
used. This Instrument was later in- 
troduced into military bands. 

The origin of the kettle-drum is, no 
doubt, Arabic or , Saracenic. This 
species was originally known as "nn- 
kerc," a corruption of the Arabic word 
Nacreli, and wore small hand-drums, 
with bowl-shaped hodics covered with 
skin, and were generally used in pairs, 
Kettle-drums were probably carried 
Into battle by the Crus-adors, but the 
■enrllnit English record of them is In 
connection with King Edward's the 
First's minstrels in 1304. The Kettle- 
drum hns also been Introduced into 
M|r> concert room, Handel frequently 
making use of a palr*borrowed from 
tbe Tower. Borlloz, tbe French com- 
poser, made use d£ as many as eight 
pairs on one occasion.

THERE is a tendency In some quar- 
ters for Bands lo have as the 
summit or their musical ambition the 
playing of the latest Journals.

And 
more, that they have often beep 
very important things. And 
more still, that they have some- 
times been the most important. 
And yet more, that the things 
left undone have by their omis- 
sion endangered, if they have 
not spoiled, the fruitfulness and 
success of many of the good 
things we have actually done. 

Omissions — that is, the things 
left undone which ought to have 
been done — vary, of course, in 
their importance. The things 
that the Lord commands are, no 
doubt, all important; but never- 
theless some, if only by reason 
of their consequences to those 
around us as well as to ourselves, 
are more important than others. 
It is that which really makes the 
great difference in the serious- 
ness of much in our lives. Where 
obedience to God relates chiefly 
to ourselves or concerns mainly 
our own interests, it is and must 
always be a grave matter; but, 
when it also affects the welfare 
of others and concerns the des- 
tiny of our fellows, it is fraught 
with still more serious conse- 
quences. 

Many sincere people make the 
mistake of supposing that they 
may disobey in some things if 
only they obey in others. They 
make, or try to make, a kind of 
bargain with God, saying, in ef- 
fect, "If I do this and that — if 1 
go here or yonder — then 1 may 
omit the rest, or, at any rate, 1

TEN and women who are deeply involved in 
business sometimes complain that they have no 
time for prayer, the reading of Scripture and 
the other sustaining and strengthening exercises of the 
spiritual life.
